cies, 1020 McGee Street. The bu- 
reau will be open daily from 9 to 5 
o’clock until December 23. 

All clubs, churches, business or- 
ganizations, scout troops and indi- 
viduals who plan to adopt families 
are asked to register with the bu- 
reau the names and addresses of 
those for whom they will provide. 
By checking its files, the bureau 
can inform prospective givers if 
these families have already been 
adopted and registered by someone 
else. In such cases other families 
may be taken and the givers assured

that their adopted families are not 
receiving similar gifts from other 
sources while some deserving fam- 
ilies are entirely neglected. 

Last year, 3,936 names were re- 
ported. Duplications were found in 
757 cases and other names given in 
their places. Thus Christmas giving 
to the needy reached 19% more per- 
sons — those who otherwise would 
have had no Christmas — because of 
the bureau’s service. 

Names of families for adoption 
are secured through social agencies, 
the newspaper and similar usual 
Christmas sources. The bureau it- 
self does not supply names. All in- 
formation given the bureau is confi- 
dential. 

Early registration of names by 
their “Santas” is urged by the bu-
